Gen. Dou glas M acA rthu r and his soldiers are 


fighting in the Philippines a battle destined to rank 


alo ngside, any thing in the history of brav e men— 
whether they win or lose. 
Practically cu t off Lorn 
the wo rld by inv ading Japanese, and su pplied poorly 
o r no t at all by Philippine indu stry , M acA rthu r^ 
men grow w eaker ev ery day and their su pplies 
smaller. 
It appears tha t M acA rthu r will be defeated 


in the end. 
Why , then, doesn't M acA rthu r su rrender? Mil­ 


itary men hav e been tau g ht in an objectiv e school. 
They carry on cam paigns in the same im personal 
manner that civ ilians play a gam e of chess—or golf. 
When a chess play er sees he is hopelessly defeated, 


he admits it and a new game is started. 
When a 
go lfer knows he is hopelessly behind, he. m akes a 
co ncessio n. The bridge play er passes. The pu gilist’s 


seco nds throw in the towel. 
M acA rthu r cou ld su r­ 
render and probably pass the rest of the w ar in a 
co mfo rtable hotel 
in Toky o. 
His men wou ld be 
captured and 
althou gh they m ight be req u ired to 
wo rk in a labor camp, their liv es m ight be spared. 
MacArthur doesn’t su rrender becau se w ar is an 
imperso nal bu siness in which safety and com fort 
are put in the backgrou nd where there are prev ail­ 
ing tactical 
considerations. 
If the general were 
placed where there cou ld be no m ilitary adv antage 
in co ntinuing the fight, then he m ight—from a pu re­ 
ly tactical v iewpoint—order the fighting stopped. 
But MacArthur la 
ju st now engaged in w hat 
may be a decisiv e battle, strange as it seems. 
It 
la tempo rarily decisiv e, at any rate. 
If he can hold 
aff the inv aders a while longer the United States 
may be able to get reinforcem ents to strategic spots 
which can be used fo r offensiv e bases later on. 
If 
MacArthur were to au rrender, the Japs cou ld con­ 
centrate their presently scattered efforts on fewer 
•po ts, to the mikado ’s greater adv antage. 
And, o f co urse, there is the American tem pera­ 
ment to co nsider. M acA rthu r doesn’t su rrender be­ 
cause, tactical considerations aside, he is an Am eri­ 
can. 
Hav ing no place to retreat and sta rt a new 
figh t he keeps o n fighting where he is. It is am az­ 
ing brav ery . In some Valhalla the heroes of ages 
past must bo w to M acA rthu r^ men as they come 
tro o ping in. 


Fo rward—The American Way 
Those who are disappointed in the achiev em ents 
o f a Pan-American co nference are usually tho se 
who , taking no acco unt o f o bstacles, ex pect great 
things all at o nce. 
The m eeting ju st closed a t Rio de Janeiro m arks 
another and v ery definite step forw ard in the inte­ 
gration of the W estern Hem isphere. 
The accom ­ 
plishm ents were not, perhaps, q u ite as g reat as 
many had hoped, nor ev en as great as a t one mo­ 
m ent in the conference seemed likely , bu t they are 
su bstantial. 
They hav e carried forw ard another 
step the w ork that has been going on for 50 y ears, 
and hav e carried it forw ard on a solid basis. U nani­ 
m ity , the kesy tone of Pan-A m erican agreem ents, 
has been preserv ed. 
To hav e bu ilt the stru ctu re a 
little higher on solid stone m asonry is better than 
to hav e shot it u p fiv e stories with rickety scaffold­ 
ing. 
The 21 Am erican repu blics u nanimou sly agreed 
tha t a common danger faces all the Americas. They 
recommended tha t each cou ntry in its own way 
and time break diplom atic relations with the ax is 
powers. Nineteen of the cou ntries hav e done this, 
ev en before the conference closed; others m ay fol­ 
low. 
The hu ndred-y ear border controv ersy between 
Peru and Ecu ador, which has so often resu lted in 
bloodshed, appears to hav e been settled. 
Consu lta-

tion before any of the cou ntries resu m e relations 
w ith the ax is is promised. 
In short, the Am erican repu blics face the world 
today u nited as nev er before. 
These are no negligible achiev em ents. 
It is 
tru e that A rgentina and Chile hav e not y et seen 
fit to break w ith the ax is. 
T hat does not mean 
tha t H itler and Hirohito control them . 
They stand 
where the United States stood two y ears ago, feel­ 
ing secu re in isolation, w ary of “foreign entangle­ 
m ents,” still hoping it won’t happen. 
It will take 
tim e and ev ents to show them the light, ju st as it 
took time and ev ents to show' it to Britain and then 
to the United States. 
In the m eantim e, we are as­ 
su red m any forms of co-operation from both cou n­ 
tries denied to the ax is. 
These things didn't ju st happen. 
They resu lt 
from steadfast work and faith in the face of scep­ 
ticism —work by dev oted men who hav e nev er lost 
sight of hem isphere solidarity since Boliv ar first 
dream ed of it 113 y ears ago. 
On these fou ndations we m u st bu ild y et higher 
and ev en more secu rely . 
N othing in hu m an rela­ 
tions is ev er finished. 
Su m ner Welles has good rea­ 
son for say ing that “this has been the most liv ing 
thing y et to come ou t of the hem isphere.” 
We of the Am ericas are bu ilding a stru ctu re 
not only for the present, bu t for the. fu tu re; not 
only for ou rselv es, bu t for hu m anity .

tions to the east coast, the loss 
of one ship m eans a loss of only 
5,000 barrels a day to only one 
section of the cou ntry , the north­ 
eastern seaboard. 
Ickes m ay hav e inadv ertantly 
lent some aid and com fort to Ber­ 
lin by say ing the sinkings make 
the east face a tight oil situ ation, 
bu t his habitu al pessimism is not 
widely shared. 
The w orst this cam paign cou ld 
do is to force u s to conv oy ou r 
coastal shipping and take destroy ­ 
ers aw ay from other pu rsu its.

"The convoy consisted 
of two 
rows of transport ships protected 
by cru isers and destroyers, 
and 
althou gh we were qu ite su re it 
was headed for Borneo

"O u r planes”, the second officer

Knox said that a large nu mber 
of sm aller types of vessels was 
being u sed to keep commu nica­ 
tion lines open to G reat Britain 
and Ru ssia. 
The navy also has 
had to u ndertake to move su p­ 
plies and equ ipm ent 
across 
the 
Pacific commu nication lines. 
"Su pplying and m aintaining a 
fighting force in an active theater 
requ ires 
a large 
m erchant ton­ 
nage”, 
he 
declared. 
Moving 
fighting ships or aircraft to an 
area 
is the easiest part 
of 
the 
problem; large aircraft 
can 
be 
flow’n to any theater. 
"W e can do tha t easily enou gh. 
The difficu lt things is to get the 
fighters there 
and 
the grou nd 
crews there, and su pplies, and all 
of the variou s item s that m u st be 
there for the bombers to operate 
effectively. 
"P articu larly 
you 
are em bar­ 
rassed by you r fighter situ ation, 
becau se, in the Eu ropean theater 
bombers in daytim e withou t fight­ 
ers to protect them are su bject to 
large losses. 
Fighters cannot be 
flown 
and 
you cannot convey 
them 
set u p, 
except very ex­ 
travagantly. 
You 
u se

hu ge 
am ou nt of ship space if you try 
to carry a plane assembled. 
"The only practical w'ay to ship 
them in large nu mber, in su ffici­ 
ently large nu m ber to be effective, 
is to ship them

hold of ships, and these ships have 
to travel several thou sand miles 
before 
they are u nloaded, and 
they have to be escorted every 
foot of the w'ay.
